TEL AVIV, March 2 (R) — Erench Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand arrives b JeTUsa- 
lem Wednesday on a visit fh«r is typing 
haOed here as a major diplomatic breakthro- 
ugh for Israel. 

Mitterrand is the first European head of 
state to travel to Israel, which has been shun- 
ned by every' country except the United Sta- 
tes. Mitterrand is regarded by Israel as the 
most sympathetic French leader for more 
than 15 years and probably the Zionist state's 
best friend b the European Eennomirr Com- 
munity (EEC). 

Offid^ say his tan« with Prime Minister 
Menahem Begb will bclude a full review of 
the Arab-lsraeli dispute, with em p h a sb on 
aj^ EEC role b Middle East peace efforts. 

The talks could covers wide range of other 
questions and officials did not rule out that 
Israel might bquire about bi^mg Frendi 
arms. Before the late President de Gaulle put 
an embargo on tnilitaiy sales after the 1967 
war Prance was one of Israel's main weapons 
Mipplbrs. Sbee then, h has sold vast quantit- 
tes of arms to Arab countries. 

Israel was buoyed by remarks by French 
Foreign Mbister Cheysson who said 

during a visit m December that Fiance had no 
pea ce plan of hs own to press b the Middle 
East ami would not agree to any EEC bilia- 
txve because it was up to countries m the area 
to solve their problems. The Begb govern- 
ment regarded the statements as effectively 
undenninbg EEC attempts to force Israel 
mto makbg “unacceptable concessions to 
the Arabs." 

Imncb officials inristed, however, that 
Chey^n's remarks had been mismterpreted 
and that Paris is stiivmg to establish a bal- 
anced relationship with all Middle East sta- 
tes.

Defense lawyer faces trial 
for contempt in Sadat case 


MOGADISHU, March 2 (i^Dcies) — 
Somali President Muhammad Siad Barre has 
lifted a state of emei]genGy imposed 16 
months ago and dissolved the Supreme Revo- 
lutionary CouncU (SRC) of offi^rs involved 
in the 1969 coi^} which brought him to 
power. 


The oSidal Somali news agent^ reported 
Tuesday that the decision was tekea Monday 
at an extraordinary meeting of the ruling 
Somali Revolutionary Socia&t Party's cent- 
ral committee. The move was accompanied 
by a whole^le cabinet reshuffle in which only 
five men retained their posts, including For- 
ign Minister Abdurahman Jama Barre and 
Fmanoe Minister Addow. 

On Oct. 21, 1980, Gen. Bane dedaied a 
state of emergency, citing the need to fight 


corruption and internal dissent at a time of 
mili^ pressure from Ethiopia, Somalia's 
tradition^ enemy in the Horn of Africa. 

Some d^lomats linked the return to nor- 
mal rule with President Siad Bane’s coming 
visit to the United States, which has been 
allied Somalia ance the government 
there broke with the Soviet Union in 1979. 
Senior Somali d^lomats said the end of eme- 
rgency nde was designed to hasten the relaxa- 
tion of tension in a country which sees itself in 
an undeclared state of war with Ethiopia, 
^tiiough fuU-acale fighting ended four years 
ago. 

Qosely allied to the Soviet Union since

Habib arrives in Syrian capital 


DAMASCUS. March 2 (AP) — America's 
Middle East troubleshooter ndlq) C Habib 
flew from Israel to Damascus Ibesday on the 
third stop of a tour aimed at preventing a war 
between the Israelis and the Palestinians in 
southern Lebanon. 

Nasser Kaddour. Syria’s deputy foreign 
minister, met Habib at Damincus airport, 
Habib motored to the resideoceof the Amer- 
ican ambassador. There was no word as yet 
along his meetings with Syitas PresideDt 
Hate Assad, tboi^ the two have talked on 
Habib's four prior misrions here in the past 
year. 

Habib arrived in the Lebanese capital, Bei- 
rut. Friday and journeyed to Israel Sunday, 
meeting teders of both countries. Israel alle- 
ges the Palestinians have amaiasftH new arms 
in South Lebanon. Though the United States 
denies any such stockpOfog, there have been 
increased warnings by Isra^ leaders that a 
strike against the Palestinians is imminent. 

Habib helped fashion a ceasefire last July 
that ended two weeks of shelly by Israelis 
and Palestinians. The Palestinians have said 
they would honor the ceasefire in South Leb- 


anon. Arafat announced late February that 
the ceasefie of Jub' 24 induded only South 
Lebanon and that Palestinians under Israeli 
occupation would continue their struggle.. 

Assad is crudal to Habib's efforts because 
the Syrians installed Soviet-made SAM-6, 
snrfaoe-to-air missiles in Lebanon's eastern 
Bekaa Valley last Aprfi after \sns3a. jets shot 
down two Syrian h^oopters during fighting 
between the Syrians and rightist Lebanese 
forces who teceive aid from bxael.

The Zionists and their allies have never ceased trying 
to avenge the shattering defeat they suffered when the 
United States Congress passed the bill enabling the adm- 
inistration to proceed with the arms deal with Saudi 
Arabia. Israel and its friends in the United States had 
mobilized all the political and media forces at their 
command, but these, for the first time, proved to be 
insufficient to break the U.S. administration's resolve to 
live up to its commitments to Saudi Arabia. 

The most recent instance of this vengefiilness was the 
report circulated in the American media of Saudi Arabia : 
accepting ^'certain conditions” for its operation of the j 
AWACS planes which were part of the arms deal, and of 
actually signing a document to this effect. This is suppo- 
sed to have happened while U.S. Defense Secretary 
Weinberger was on his recent visit to the Kingdom. 

Saudi Arabia's reaction to this blatant lie came from 
Minister of Defense Prince Sultan in an interview with 
Arab News, in which he pointed out that such fabrica- 
tions from the Zionists and their fiiends are precisely 
what one should expect, now that the arms deal is on the 
way to implementation, and that contempt is all such 
allegations deserve. 

Tbe Saudi leadership, the prince said, realizes fully its 
duties toward its homeland, and toward the Arab and 
Muslim worlds, and shall continue to fulfill these duties 
despite the hysterical campaigns of the Zionist-inspired 
media in America and elsewhere. Where it concerns the 
arms deal in particular. Prince Sultan said that the Saudi 
Arabian forces have demonstrated beyond any doubt 
their ability to absorb the most modern of systems, and 
that this, in the end, is the sole guarantee of effectiveness 
^in the discharge of their tasks.

Ayatollah Khomeini took tbe unusual step last 
week of breaking a thiee-week holy retreat to bro- 
adcast to the nation. “The person you are supposed 
to have killed is listening to you now,” he told the 
radio audience. 

Khomeini had not been scheduled to surface 
from his meditations until March 4. This break with 
tradition was an hidicatioD of tbe regime's moiint- 
irritation over a spate of rnmora that have had 
him not praying but dyii^. 

The stories said that Khomeini was confined to 
his bed; that relatives, including his grandson, and 
senior religious leaders were gathering at the vflJage 
of Jamaian in north Tehru where Khomeini now 
lives: and tiiat a three-man counci] bad not only 
been named but was pioised to take over the Ayatol- 
lah's duties. 

According to KhomeinTs opponents in exile, he 
was already dead. The latest nunors were started 
madvertently-by President Ali Khamenei, who in an 
. interview officially discussed for the first time in 
three years the choice of Khomeinfs successor. 
Teleptone lines to Tehran pion^y jammed, and 
the preridemfs office was forced to issue a hasty 
statement blaming the confusion on foreign news 
agencies “distorting his interview” and“using misl- 
eading headlines.” 

But the whole affair raises the question that most 
Iranians prefer to ^ore: after Khomeini, what 
next? Mob seem to expect another rel^'ous stron- 
gman but a council of leaders has always been more 
likely. 

A step-by-step process for Onding a Khomeini 
replacement lies in Article 107 of Iran's new consti- 
tution. In the absence of a newfi^hih or natural 
leader — which would certainly be the case if Kho- 
meini died today — an elected committee of erqrerts 
would choose a new leader or leadership coundl 
made up of three or five men. 

QuaUBcations to sit on such a council would incl- 
ude “piety, learning, courage and strength.” Cont- 
' coders would a!soposses“the necessary administr- 
ative abilities — not, perhaps, KhomeinTs 
strength — and “political and social perspicacity.” 

, Although members would be “equal before law 
with all o^er citizens'* the leadership council would 
wield immense powers: in addition to naming the 
bead of the supreme court, six membets of the 12 
— man council of guardians (to ensure the Islamic 
hue of tbe constitution), and the three armed forces 
commanders, it would also be able to dedare war, 
mobilize troops and dismiss tbe president. 

Elections for the ejqMits councfl are scheduled to 
take place in the second month of the Iranian calen- 
dar, either at the end of April or in early May. On 
tbe radio last week, a government spokesman. 
Ahmad Tavakoki, denied recent reports that Iran's 
Grand Ayatollahs — Golpayegani, Maxashi and 
Najaii — or Ayatollah Montazari, would automati- 






be diosen to replace Khomeini.

That the grand ayatoDahs would readily join the 
leadership council is a moot point. Th^ have 
always banded together in times of crisis, but tradi- 
tion^y work as indiridual leaders in reD^ous and 
scfaolariy pursuits. Tbe leadership council may thus 
be manned by five relative unknowns 'Kbo will 
make up in piety and number what they ladt in 
national authori^. Ayatollah Montazari was until 
recently tipped as KhomeinTs chosen successor, but 
years spent in the Shah's jails have damaged his 
health and be now has a liver complainL 

Observers believe that Iran is l^n to get the 
leadership coimcfl set up as soon as possible, allow- 
ing its five members to benefit from KhomeinTs 
authority before his death — and thus ensuring 
continuity. Khomeini hims elf may return to the 
holy dty of Qom later this year. 

De^te an the specnlation, Khomeini is believed 
to enjoy reasonable health.

LONDON — 

While tbe American adminis tration continues 
what looks more and more to be a losing battle 
against the West Siberia-to-Europe gas pipeline, 
ambitious schemes to use Japanese money and tec- 
hnology to exploit the riches Of Eastern Siberia 
have run into difficulties. 

Ten years ago, the marriage of Japan and the 
Soviet Far East seemed to have been made in an 
economist’s beaven. Japan's industiy depends on 
imported raw materials. Eastern Sib^a has huge 
deposits of oil, gas, coal and other minerals. (Siberia 
already produces half of the Soviet Union's ofl and a 
third of its natural gas.) And the distance between 
them is only a day's bMt ride. 

Futurologists played with the vision of Japan 
drawing the Soviet Far East into tbe proqierity of 
tbe Pa&c basin, bringittg Honda motorbikes and 
Sony radios to the inlmbitants of Khabarovsk and 
Vladivostok to the envy of less fortunate Russians 
to the West. 

But inttrnational poUtics and the difficulty of 
getting at Siberia's riches, as remote as they are 
seductive, proved a greater obstacle than Soviet 
planners and Japanese businessmen supposed. The 
story of how these difficulties arose suggests that 
breath-taking schemes for Soviet-Western econo- 
mic cooperation wili for the calculable future prob- 
ably end up trimmed to modest proportions. 

Japan sfruck its great Siberia de^ in tbe eariy 


l970s.There had been earlierprojects for exploit- 
ing timber and developing the Soviet Far Ea^ni 
port of Wrangelbut t h^ were small by comparison. 

Tbe 1970s deal had four a big extension of 

tbe timber project; the mining of coldng coal in 
South Yakutia; tbe development of natural gas fie- 
lds, also in Yakutia; and ofl and natoral gas prospec- 
ting off the Soviet island of Sakhalin. Japanese 
banks agreed to lend some $3 billion for Japanese 
teduiology and experts. Tbe ^viet Union would 
pay back by deliveries of raw materials. 

After a meeting between President Brezhnev and 
tbe then Japanese Premier Kakuei Tanaka yet more 
ambitious Far Eastern plans were floated for cop- 
per and ari>estos mining and die construction of a 
steel complex, but they are still up b the w whQe 
much of what had been agreed on has proved diffic- 
nlt to realize. 

fv> Icing coal deliveries were supposed to start m 
1979. Soriet Premier Nikolai Tikhonov told Japan- 
ese jounialists last month they would start some 
time before 1986. The Japanese say the Russians 
have yet to confirm the Yakut natural gas reserves, 
and suspect Moscow may have shelved tbe project 
The prospecting off Sakhaliq is pro^dsdng. bnt 
with more promise of gas than oil. 

Tbe difficult on the Soriet side seems to be 
fierce competition for increasingly limited supplies 
of both later and capital compounded by tbe extr- 
eme cost imposed by Siberian eonditioas where 
movbg a dri&ig rig 60 miles can cost as much as its 


construction. 

Tbere is evidence of a battle of bureaucrats b 
Moscow, with Gosplan, the supreme planning aut- 
hority, and some ministries doubting whether Siber- 
ian development is always worthwhile. 

Accordmg to a Soviet commentary “tbere are 
those that thmk that the mastery of Siberia’s wealth 
bvolvesgreater expense per unit of output In other 
worcb it is said that the rate of return on in put* m 
Siberia is not high and very loog-teniL” These arg- 
uments are chaflenged by a Siberian lobby, led by 
. tbe Siberian branch of the Soviet Academy of Sci- 
ence, which still seems to have the support of tbe 
party leadership. 

International politics have compounded the pur- 
ely Siberian difficulties. The shakiness of East-West 
relations has played a part but the chief difficulty 
lies in the two countries' ambivalent attitudes to 
each other. They are old imperial rivals in the Far 
East and Japan's persistent claim to four minuscule 
islandsocaqned^ Soviet troops in 194S infuriates 
the Soviet government. 

A Soviet concession on tbe islands would do 
wonders for the relationship but Soviet diplomacy 
won't budge, apparently in tbe belief that one terri- 
torial concession would touch off a chain of dema- 
nds elsewhere. This diplomatic battle caii be sto- 
rmy; when the Japanese proposed *alvaging treas- 
ure from the Russian cruiser Admiral Nakldmev, 
sunk by the Japanese Navy in the war of 1905, the 
Russians at ooce claimed it as theirs. 


Japan is also constrained by Oiina which insists 
that the development of Siberia threateos its secur- 
ity. The Chinese press caJcnlated last year tiiat die 
Soviet Union already produces a third of its tanks, a 
quarter of its warships and neariy hatf of fts airpfe- 
nes in the* eastern half of the country. Chinese disa- 
(^rov^ scofqped the Japanese from consideTing a 
pipeline project that would have taken West Siber- 
ian oil to the Soviet Pacific coast, (ONS)

Mugabe consolidates position

SALISBURY — 

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe, evidently dete- 
rmined to try his (dd rival Joshua Nkomo for alleged 
treason, has consolidated his position as leader of 
Zimbabwe, political analysts said. Nkomo, the 
6 S-year-old father of Zimbabwe nationalism, has 
already been dismissed from Mn^be’s govern- 
menL 

The prime minister went a stage further at the 
weekend when he said that Nkomo must go before 
the courts to face char^ of stockpiling arms in 
preparation for a coup. 

The removal of Nkomo and his two closest lieut- 
enants from the coalition cabinet has been adiieved 
without stiiring tribal unrest in their Matabeleland 
Stronghold. Mugabe may now feel sufficiently con- 
fident to press on and tiy to destroy him poU&ally, 
accordmg to tbe analysts. 

“Nothing in African politics is ever final but it 
may be tima now to start writing Jo^ua’s political 
obituary.'' a Western diplomatic source said. “Cer- 
tainly Iwfr. Mugabe has consolidated his power in 
the past week or so. He is very mudi in cfaaige.^ 


Nkomo was the first leader of black nationalism 
in Rhodesia in the eai^ 1 950. Mt^be. 58, establi- 
shed himself as a leadi^ nationalist after emeigiiig 
from the obscurity of a political prison in 1974. He 
and Nkomo joined forces in ^ Patriotic ^ont 
guerrflla against white rule. But it was a 

marriage of convenience and their forces frequently 
clas^ in the fidd when there were no white troops 
around to fight.

Far-Mac avoided all this by using a process 
called **four-by-fouring,** according to 
county planning and state real estate offidals. 

It purehased largeparcelsoflandfrom ind- 
ividual sellers and land “wholesalers.** Each 
large parcel was then split into four smaller 
parrek, and each of the smaller parcels was 
then transfened to sister companies with dif- 
ferent names. 

These companies, in turn, would farther 
divide each of their parcels into four or fewer 
parcels and transfer them to still other comp- 
anies. 

TIk process continued until the land bad 
kren reduced to 1 Va acre or 2 V 2 acre parcels 
that could be sold to individual buyers. Since 
the hiimberof smaller pareek created by each 
transfer never totaled five, the county and 
state. subdivisiQn laws presumably did not 


•To tiie casual observer and to outside buy- 
ers,, h afq)eared that different companies 
were involved in the various transactions. But 
accoidrag to court records, county investiga- 
tors foi^ the companies shared a 
“unity pf interesif' and the process was inten- 
ded to eixeumvent subdivision laws. 

“^tiling we did was illegal,** said McGo- 
wan. **We followed tbe laws at the time.” 


Claim .4ccord Reached 

McGowan added that subdi%*ision laws 
were sufficiently vague during the period that 
Far-Mac operated to confuse both derelop- 
ers and officials. He said, in fact, that an 
accord was reached with county authorities. 

“We had meetings and they said “Okay, 
sell your present inventories and tom here 
on out, do what you have to do,” McGowan 
said. 

^rrent planning ofiidals say they have no 
knowledge of any such agreement. But the 
enforcement of such subdivision laws during 
that period was considered lax by critics of 
the Los Angeles County Re^on^ Planning 
Department — a view upheld to January 
1 980 by Los Angeles County Superior Court 
Judge David A. Thomas. 

Planning Department Hdped 

In his findings on a lawsuit filed against the 
county, Thomas said that the Planning Depa- 
rtment “tom at least the mid-1960s to at 
least eariy 1 978” had failed to enforce subdi- 
vision laws. Ruling in what became known as 
the Maigolin case, Thomas said that rather 
than working as an enforcement agency, the 
Planning Department had advised some dev- 
elopers how to circumvent county subdivi- 
sion laws. 

Individual investors who now own the ille- 
gal lots may end up burdened with expenses 
that the subdivider was able to avoid. Ibe 
least of their problems is tbe $25 to $ 1 85 for a 
certificate of compliance — in effect, making 


their lots legal. The Jan. 1 law providing for 
such legalization also allou's that payment to 
be deferred until the land is actually develo- 
ped. 

Critics of the Jan. 1 law argue that all it has 
done is shift the cost of necessary improve- 
ments to the “tag end*' buyer. 

“It may legalize (those parcels) but the 
problem is stiU tbe same for an innocent pur- 
chaser. At some point, someone is going to 
have to pay for tbe conditions imposed by the 
county,” said Carlyle Hall Jr., an attorney 
with tbe Center for Law in the Public Inter- 
est. 

And if the individual buyers don't come up 
whh the money, then county taxpayers may 
eventually be stuck with the cost of installin g 
streets, water systems and seweis. 

Hundreds of Millions Involved 

“You and I are going to have to pay for 
that, and we're not talking about millions of 
dollars but hundreds of millions of dollars " 
said former Regional Planning Commissio- 
ner Carolyn Llewellyn who spent eight years 
representing the Antelope Valley and the 
Swta Monica Mountains, the two most prev- 
alent areas for illegal lots. 

In one letter to investors scattered around 
tbe world, county planners said the compan- 
ies responsible for their predicament “have 
moved their operations out of the jurisdiction 
of the State of California.

Soviets endorse raids 
against jeans, T-shirts

MOSCOW ( WP) — A young Soviet consc- 
ript returned recently to his native city of 
Simferopol to find it **Iiterally flooded with 
shirts bearing the legend *U.S. Army* and 
tags with the (American) eagle.” 

Havh^ spent the previous two years in a 
paratroop unit, Pavel Ribchenko was first 
startled to see a 1 9-year-old giri with a patch 
on her, sleeve showing the stars and stripes 
and American eagle. Then he realized that in 
his absence the city had been fuactically occ- 
upied by young people wearing jeans and 
T-shirts with inscriptions ranging from “Los 
Angeles Police Departmenr to “Boston 
Univeraty.” 

Just looking around, Ribchenko recalled in 
a letter to foe new^aper Rofnsoowltibtya 
Pravda, “I was reminded of foe existence ctf 
the so-called Soviet instimtes, financed by 
American intelligence.” 

Things that all Soviet conscripts are taught 
have him to conclude that he was in foe 
midst of “psychological wax” where foe 
enemy was trying to **enter the subcon- 
sciousness' of average Soviet youths and 
“impose the notion that evetytlsmg Ameri- 
can — the jeans. automobOes, etc. — was foe 
besL’*

who find the prices paid for their pants too 
favorable to reast, and by enteiprismg Russi- 
ans who bring the goods back from trips abr- 
oad. 

The alarmed letter was one in a series of 
articles and conunents recently about tbe sar- 
torial con^nra^ threatening to tear the fab- 
ric of socidism and apparently requiring dra- 
conian remedies. 

One such remedy reportedly was applied in 
two neighboring blade sea cities — Nikolaev 
and He^n— where young Communist vigi- 
lantes, an dressed in proper outfits, swooped 
down on cafes, danc^ halls and parks, rou- 
nding iq> youz^ peopfe dressed in Western 
clothes and trying re e]q>lam foe sartorial div- 
ersion to which they, had succumbed. 

The craze for blue jeans and “real labels 
has been sweeping foe Soviet Union for sev- 
eral years. But in the past weeks, apparently 
as a resnlt of party caBs for greater vigfianro 
following the Polish crisis, ^ Soviet media 
have beoHne inereasingly critical of symbok 
of Western Ufe^Ies. 

A doctor of hi^iy last month e^lained to . 
the public just how insidious an attempt was 
under way to subvert foe hearts and mhids of 
Soviet youth. 

Ahown^ginXtmismHoUBipaPtmfda, the 
main Communist youth oi!gamzation*s news- 
paper, V. Idayatov endo^d vigSante raids 
a^dnst jeans and T-shirts. But, he said, the 
raiding parties should attempt tactfoUy to 
shame young peoide into understandnig the 
harm of their sartorial indinations. 

Some emblazoned slogans, he said, are 
sinq>Iy hostile to sodal^. People often 
“don* t understand the meaning of fois or that 
symbol.” 

“Tbe eradication of Western tymhbk k a ^ 
serious matter,” he continued. “It is part of ' 
die education of young people to ideological 
maturity, political undemanding, and artistic 
and aesthetic culture.” 

Ihe first step in the war against blue jeans 
and T-shhts, 1 m said, would be to tighten xxp 
control in the cities that foreigners visit. Tbe 
second is to increase control on Westerners 
who bring sudi clothes into the country. 

Then, he said, tbe Ministry of Li^t I^us- 
txy had better improve Soviet dotiies and 
inject the required sparide to combat alien 
elegance. Tbe onus in all of this is on mem- 
bers of Komsomol, the Communist youth 
organization, who should make their conte- 
mporaries ashamed to walk tbe streets in 
Western dofoe& '

Micro-organism is neither a virus nor bacterium 
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Ey George Alesander 

SAN FRANCISCO (LAT) —Researchers 
at the University of C^tfomia have found a 
previously unl^own kind of infectious 
miero-otganism, neither virus nor bacteriura, 
that apparently can make copies of itself in 
human and animal cells despite the fact that it 
has no genes to call its own. 

Although tests have yet to confirm which 
specific diseases might be caused by this pat- 
hogen, the list of possible illnesses include 
multiple sclerosis, amyotrophic lateral scler- 
osis (Lou Gherig's disease), Parkinson’s du- 
ease, diabetes melHtiis, rheumatoid arthritis, 
lupus erytheroatosis and some cancers. 

The pathogen is a small protein for which 
its discoverer. Dr. Stanley B. Prusiner, has 
coined the word ''prion." It is pronounced 
"pree-on" and is a combined form for "pro- 
tein” and "infectious.” At this point, Prusi- 
ner said, sdentists are still speculating as to 
how the prion copies itself. 

Prusiner, a professor of neurogoly and bio- 
chemistry, and team of colleagues at the Uni-

versify of California, San Francisco, and the 
Veterans Administration Hospital in San 
Francisco found the pathogen while carrying 
out research on scrapie, a fatal disease that 
attacks the central nervous system of sheep. 

Hieir research, which began seven years 
ago, was aimed at a better understanding of 
so-called "slow” viruses — viral infections 
that take anywhere from n few years to sev- 
eral decades to develop. 

Scrapie (pronounced "scrape-ee”) has 
long b^n thought to be one of many such 
slow viral diseases. It could be that prions are 
the real cause of these iDnesses. 

I^usiner and his team took samples of 
brain tissue feom laboratory animals — mice 
and hamsters — that had been infected with 
scrapie and had subsequently died. The rese- 
archers then began a painstaking, laborious 
and costly process of purifying the brain tis- 
sue, eliminating proteins and other cellular 
matter that did not cause scrapie in other 
hamsters. They then repeated the process 
only with that residue that did canse infec- 
tion. 






Eventually, they wound up with a small 
substance that clearly was the infectious 
agent. They expected to find a virus. 

A virus is a ^rasite. It consists of a Small 
amount of genetic material wrapped inside a 
protein coat. Once a virus manages to slip 
inside a host’s cell, it then uses the host’s 
genetic machinery to make many copies of hs 
. own smrni set ofgenes. What happens is that 

the ceD makes so many viral copies that it 
bursts and releases those viruses to infect stiU 
other ceDs. 

But when Prusiner and his co-workers hit 
the scrapie infectious agent with enzymes 
that destroy nucleic acids, thebuDding blocks 
of genes, nothing happened. 

'* Nucleases didn’t change iu bit** Prusiner 
said of this group of enzymes. “But when we 
hit it with proteinases (en^mes that destroy 
proteins), it fell apart.” 

Cleariy then, tte infectious agent was eit- 
her made entirely of protein or, if it contained 
any genes at aO, had only a very em gn amount 
well protected inside a protein sheQ. Through 
a aeries of continuing analyses, Prssiner said

Calcium blockers also may have side effects: headaches, disiness 
and constipation. 

But all these are small premiums to pay for the remarkable effec- 
tiveness of these new drugs.

Far Mrs. Your rheumatologist will have to make the decision 

on whether or not you require gold treatment for your rheumatoid 
arthritis. About three out of four such patients obtain some benefit 
from the treatment. About 15 percent have a dramatic, favorable 
response. 

The gold medication is injected into a muscle. Dosage is built up 
y^h weekly injections over a period of several months. But therape- 


utic effects may not be ootioed until after three to four months of 
treatment. 

About 30 percent of patients receiving gold may have complka- 
tions such as skin rashes, mouth ulcers or severe anemia. Therefore, 
patients need to be monitored carefully. Fortunately, mt^tside effe- 
cts are mild.

Par Mrs. Uj Yes, there is such a thing as taking too much vi tamin : 
A. Although it's possible to stunt a child's normal growth by not 
supplying sufficient vitamin A, it's also likely to do so if he or she is 
given too much vitamin A supplement.

Baby size, death 
rate are linked 

ATLANTA (LAT) — The relatively high 
percentage of tiny babies born in the United 
States appears to be the reason the United 
States poorly when nations are ranked 
^ their infant mortality rates, a new study 
indicates. 

The United States has the 1 6th lowest inte- 
rnational infant mortality rate, trailing Japan 
and other industrialized nations in Europe. 

J. David Erickson of the Centers for dise- 
ase Control in Atlanta and Tor BjerkedaJ of 
the University of Oslo report in ihojoam^ of 
the American Medical Association on their 
comparison of infant mortality in the United 
States and in Norway, which has the woHcTs 
fifth lowest mortality rate. 

Erickson and Bjerkedal found that the 
proportion of all births between 1967 and 
1976 weighing less than SValbs. ranged from 
a high of 5.4 percent in Norway to a high of 
7.5 percent for U.S. whites and 14.4 percent 
for U.S. blacks. 

The researchers point out that infant dea- 
ths around the time of birth are much more 
likely if the infent weighs less than pou- 
nds. 

According to the latest available statistics, 
Norway has an mfanc mortality rate of 9.2 
/tifqiths per 1 ,000 live births. The United Sta- 
tes' rate is 14.1. 

Why babies in the United States are likely 
be bom sooner orsmaller than babies bom 
in northern Europe or Japan is not known, an 
editorial in the same issue of Hh&JoumM sta- 
tes. 

But, the editorial suggests that two reasons 
may be Sweden's high quality prenaml care 
available to everybody and extensive 
nation-wide sex education. 

Also, according to the editorial, there is a 
strong association between social class and 
infant mortality, with poorer mothers having 
the smaller babies that have a hi^r risk of 
death. 

One indication of this appears to be impl- 
ied by the difference in infent mortality rates 
between whites and blacks in the United Sta- 
tes — 123 deaths per 1,000 live births for 
whites compared to 21.7 fpr blacks.

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2^63 S. Koreans get amnesty 


SROtlL, South Korea. March 2 (AP) 
The South Korean government announced 
Tuesday an amnesty f6r 2,863 persons, incl- 
udingaredtxclion of sentence forleadingdiss- 
ident Kitn Dac^dung from life to 20 veare in 
prison. 

The jutninwicemem said Preadem Chun 
pcM>Mwan had dedded to grant the amnesty 
“'out of the oouvietion that the moment has 
come for aU Koreans to unite even more fir- 
mly in the endeavor to unify Korea in the 

The action was taken as part of the observ- 
ance Wednesday of the firei anniversary of 
Chun's inauguration to a seven-year term. 

Kim. now 36, was arreted in May, 1980, 
after an outburst of anti government demoiu- 
traitons in Seoul and dthtt dtiei and accused 
of pkitting to overthrow the goveniment by 
force. A milkaiy trsbunal convicted him of 
sedition and.senteneed him todeath.brin^ng 
mdespiead protests from some quarters abr- 
oad. 

The death sentence was commuted to life 
by the Chun government on Jah. 23, 1981. a 
few days before the South Korean Preitident 
left for a summit meeting wi^ U.S. President 
Konald Reagan. The Wadiiiigton meeting 


brought pledges of continuing U.S. support 
for the Seoul government. 

. Kira, who had won strong support in South 
Korea as an oppoation political leader, narr- 
owly lost the preddential election to the late 
Park Cbung-Hee in l971. Since his death 
sentence was commuted, he has been held in 
a prison at Choegju, 1 20 kms south of Seoul. 

The announcement of the amnesty said it 
would benefit 298 persons involved in disor- 
ders in tbe cloang days of the Park Chung- 
Hee regime, in the Oct. 26. 1979, assassina- 
tion of Park, and in an uprising in the south- 
ern dty of Kwangju in May, 1980. 

Itsaid'‘aJl 17^ of those stin imprisoned in 
connection with the Kwangju incident would 
be granted clemency, including Chung 
Tong-Nyon, a former student accused of 
behig a leader of the Kwangju demostrators. 
His sentence was reduced from life to 20 
years. 

Family members of those imprisoned in 
connection with the Kwangju rebellion last 
week petitioned the National Assembly for 
their release. They said 29 persons, and perh- 
aps three or four others, stiU were being held.

Dr. Aggett, an official of the Food and 
Canning Workers Union whose membership 
is mainly black, died last month.

They included former 
Korean University Professor Lee Mun- 
Yong, whose 15-year sentence was reduced 
to eight years, Moon Ik-Hwan, a Christian 
minister, whose 10-year sentence was redu- 
ced to five years, poet Koh Eun-Tai, whose 
10-year sentence was reduced by h^, and 
Kim Sang-Hyon, former presidrat of tbe 
Korean Political Culture Research Center, 
whose sentence was reduced from seven 
years to four.

The government announcement said that 
of the total of 2,863 persons covered in Wed- 
nesday's amnesQr, 1,419 were being granted 
speoal amnesty, S4S spedal commutations,' 
238 would have their civil rights restored, 
514 would be released on parole, 132 would 
be released from jnvenOe reformatories on 
probation, and 1 5 were being granted ^pedal 
conditional release. It described 2,565 of the 
total number as '^ordinaty convicts and offe- 
nders." 

"The anniversary amnesty is intended to 
promote pan-national participation in the 
building during the 1980s of a democratic 
state ensuring foe well-benig of all, as well as 
to enhancement of an atmosphere of recond- 
liation," foe announcement said. 

“This has been made possible by the resto- 
ration of stability in aU areas throu^ the 
concerted effort of tbe government a^ foe 
people." 

It said foe amnesty was more extensive 
than any such past action, but added that still 
exduded were “those lands of crime which 
must be relentlessly eradicated in order to 
achieve a just society." These, it said, indo- 
ded comi^ acts public officials, organi^ 
crimes of violence, fraud, extortion a^ hein- 
ous crimes. 


China announces 
bureaucratic cuts 


PEKING, March 2 (R) — Premier Zhao 
Ziyang Tuesday announced plans for drastic 
cuts in China’s 20-million-stroDg bureauc- 
racy, including a halving in a number of gov- 
ernment ministries and conunisrions. ^ao 
said the number of ministries, commissions 
and agendes under the state coundl would be 
slashed to 51 from 98 and staff working in 
these organizations would be reduced by 
one-third. 

The premier, quoted by the New China 
News Agency (NCNA) from an address to 
the standing committee of China's parlia- 
ment the National People's Congress (NPC), 
said 12 ministries and conunissioRS would be 
reduced to six in the first stage of the refonns 
foreshadowed last December. NCNA did not 
say which ministries would be abc^bed. 

It quoted Zhao as saying the number of 
mmisteis and vice ministers in tbe 12 minis- 
tries would be cut to 27 from 117, and those 
remaining will tend to be younger than foe 
present incumbents. 


Angry farmers storm 
French cheese factory 


PARIS. March 2 (AFP) — Angiy dairy 
farmers stormed a cooperati%'e in central 
France Monday night to throw out some 140 
workers who had Ireen holding 1,200 tons of 
raclette hostage in tbe latest battle of 
France’s cheese wars. 

The episode came three weeks after cheese 
producers hired armed commandos to 
recover 700,000 Camemberts kidnapped by 
workers who fear their bosses oould use a 
government plan for a 39-hour-wozk-week 
to deprive them of rest periods and other 
benefits. 

Some 140 employees of tbe Ricbes-Moms 
dairy company at Brioude had struck for nine 
days to protest foe work week issue, sparking 
fears by local producers that foe raclette 
cheeses — valued at 33 milliott francs ($ 
5,500,000) — would not age gracefrtDy and 
have to be wriiKh off. So 250 dairy farmers 
led a move to eba^ foe plant Monday night, 
ousted the strikers and rescued their ranking 
investmenL

{Atlanta police 
close books 
on 23 killings 


ATLANTA, Georgia, March 2 (AP) — 
With the conviction of Wayne B. \^liams 
in the slayings of two yotmg blacks, police 
have closed the books on 21 other slayinp 
in a 22-month string of killings, Atianta 
public safety commissioner Lee Brown 
Monday. A special task force created 
in July 1980 to investigate the cases vi^ be 
disbanded mext Monday, , Brown said. 

“Do you believe Wayne Wflliams 
committed 23 murders?" Brown was 
asked. ^'Yes we do," said Brovra, who 
made the announcement at a news confer- 
ence with top law enforcement officers 
from federal, state, city and county agen- 
cies. The officials met for one hour and 2 0 
minutes at tbe task force headquarters to 
make their decision. 

“Whh the conviction of Wayne B. Will- 
iams, we have as a result cleared 23 cases, 
based upon foe evidence,” Brown said. 
Seven other Cases win rem^ open but 
will be turned over to foe ordinary jurisd- 
ictions invoived, he said. 

Williams, a 23-year-old black free- 
lance photographer and aspiring talent 
promoter, was convicted of murder Satur- 
day in foe slayings of Nathaniel Cater, 27, 
and Jimmy Ray Payne, 21. foe 26th and 
28fo victims on foe task force list. He was 
sentenced to two life prison terms and has 
said he will appeal. 

Fulton County district attorney Lewis 
Slaton and Dekalb County prosecutor 
Robert Wilson, in whose jurisdictions 
most of foe cases lie, met with the police 
officials Monday and said no more indict- 
ments will be sought against Williams. 

Tbe task force list induded the slayings 
of Cater, Payne and ! 26 other young 
blacks, as weU as the disappearance of 
10-year-old Darron Glass, who has never 
been found. In addition to those 29 cases. 
Brown said offidds have “cleared" the 
case of John Howard Porter, 30, who was 
stabbed to death in April 1981 but was not 
added to the lisL 

The seven cases that remain open are 
those of Edward Hope Smith, Angel Lan- 
ier, Latonya Wilson, Milton Harvey, Jeff- 
erey Mat^, Patrick Rogers and Glass, 
Brown said. He denied reports that young 
blacks fitting the profile of those on the 
task force list have slain since Williams^ 
arrest last June. '‘There have been no kil- 
lings unsolved that fit," he said.

Wife seeks separation 
from Yorkshire Ripper 


LONDON. March 2 (AP) ~ Sonia Sutcli- 
ffe, wife of convicted Yorkshire Ripper mur- 
derer Peter Sutcliffe, is seeking a legal sep- 
aration from her jafled husband, according to . 
a petition filed in the London divorce courL 

Her petition cites “unreasonable behav- 
ioC — a legal catchaO for quick separations 
— by Sutcliffe, Britain’s most notorious mass 
murderer of women. The petition is schedu- 
led for a bearing Tuesday under simplified 
divorce court procedures. Mrs. Sutdiffe, 31, 
is not expected to attend. 

Her 35-year-old truck-driver husband is 
serving a minimum 30-year jail term for bru- 
mUy slaying 1 3 women and trying to kill ano- 
ther sbven in a five-year string of attacks in 
northern England. He was arrested in Janu- 
ary 1980. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 ( AP) — Amer- • 
lean interests hi the Caribbean are not likely 
to sustain for long "policies and practices that 
contravene univers^ rules," says a U.S. exp- 
ert 00 hemispheric relations. “Preferential 
poHdes that substantially hurt some other 
region important to foe United States simply 
would not last," Abraham F. Lowenthd 
wrote in tbe current issue of 7%e WUstm Qaar - 
terfy. 

Loweixthal directs the Latin American 
program .of the Woodrow Wilson Interna- 
tional Center here. The article was written 
before President Ronald Reagan announced 
his Caribbean basin initiative last week. 
“U.S. stakes in tbe Caribbean are ftiiiiy 
high," Lowentbal wrote, ’*but there is even 
more at stake outside the Caribbean." 

“Taking a special interest in foe economic 
and social health of the C^bbean countries 
is the right thing for the United States to do " 
he said. “At foe same time, Washington sho- 
uld refrain from proclaiming a 'special rela- 
tionship' and from promising'regional prefe- 
rence^ that sigpifitantly contradict basic U.S. 
policies on trade, finance, immigration, and 
the like," Lowentbal added. 

He said the United States has, in essence, 
four policies to choose from in its relationship 
with foe Caribbean region. The first of these, 
“not DOW in vogue." is a traditional policy 
that “combines studied indifference to foe 
Caribbean's uoderiying economic and social 
realities whh keen sensitivity to potential thr- 
eats to foe military security of foe United 
States." This policy, he said, seems attractive 
because it is cheap and simple but is short- 
sighted because it amounts to “putting out 
foe fires whOe doing nothing to remove the 
inflammable material.” 

A second approach, he said, is to disengage 
from the region altogether and assume that 
foe area is irrelevant and might fare better if 
left alone. This policy is not really feasible, he 
wrote, because foe United States cannot wit- 
hdraw from involvement until its border reg- 
ion by a unilateral act of will. 

A third policy, he said, is tbe activist appr- 
oach and is essentially foe one pursued, in 
differeot ways, by foe Carter and Reagan 
administrations. The two tuiets of tlm polity, 
he said, are: “The United States must retain 
its special concern for the region’s military 
security and political stability, and it must, at 
the same time, increase economic and techni- 
cal aid to the Caribbean." 

Focusing more attention and aid on foe 
Caribbean gives Washington a certain lever- 
age in foe region. “Most Caribbean states are 
so small that even limited American assista- 
nce would go a long way. Tbe timing i$ also 
good: Cuba's intei^ difficulties are grow- 
ing, whOe general Caribbean trends are 
toward greater cooperation with the United 
States,” he said. 

The risks in tins approach, Lowentbal 
wrote, include tbe creation of unrealistic exp- 
ectations. Also, the U.S. may become too - 
“interventionist" “Even assuming benign 
intent" he said, “active or covert U.S. purs- 
uit of political goals could stifle local initiative 
or provoke nationalist reactions.” 

A fourth possible policy, be smd, is tbe 
adoption of a sustained commitment to Cari- 
bbemi development that “would empbarize 
underlying economic progress rather than 
immediate military security — concentrate 
on the long-term rather than the short-term 
— and tolerate diverse political and econo- 
mic approadies." 

Tins policy would involve large sums of 
money sent forough multilateral rather than 
bilateral channels, he said, imaginative effo- 
rts to provide “non-aid" concessions, and a 


scaling down by Washington of efforts to con- 
tain or reverse the Cob^ revolution. 

Drawbadcs to this approach, be said, incl- 
ude dangers of exaggerated expectations, and 
inevitable tension between accepting any 
form of economic and social organizatum — 
even Cuba's — and reassuring domestic and 
foreign investors about the region's prospe- 
cts. Furthermore, he added, foe U.S. Congr- 
ess is not likely to go along with such a “no- 
strings^ commitment 

Lowentbal proposed a number of steps 
that could be takra by Washington to help 
tbe Caribbean area. These included: streo^- 
hening Caribbean agriculture, improving 
access to U.S. markets, stabiliznig export 
earning of countries dependent on one or 
two major products through stockpiling arra- 
ngements, helping to cope with hurricanes 
and other natural (tisasters, expanding tour- 
ism, promoting transfer of U.S. capital and 
teclmology, expanding “guest woitei'’ prog- 
rams, and helping wifo energy problems. 


Salvador junta 
claims trapping 
of leftist forces 


SAN SALVADOR, March 2 (AP) — 'no- 
ops attempting to rootout left-wing guerriDas 
entrenched along foe slopes of the Guazapa 
volcano have killed 122 guerrilias during foe 
past week. Defense Minbter Geo. Jose Guil- 
lermo' Garcia said Monday. 

Garcia listed amiy casualties as nine killed 
and 23 wounded in the fighting at foe moun- 
tain, 25 kms north of San Salvador. Guazapa 
is considered a guerrilla stronghold, with 
some areas having fortified and 

caves. 

“The subversives are de^terate and they 
are defending themselves as best as foey can, 
but 1 can assure you that foey are trapped,” 
Garda told reporters attending a mflitary 
ceremony at foe headquarters of foe U.S.- 
trained Atlacatal battalion 24-kms east of the 
cafMtal. 

Military sources reported fighting contin- 
ued aroo^ the volcmro Monday, but gave no 
details. The army launched the operation a 
week ago after foe guerriDa^ clandestine sta- 
tion, RafobYenceremps, broadcast a report 
that a leftist political leader had gone to foe 
town of Guazapa at the base of the volcano to 
“organize a popular ihsuirection." 

Garda said 1 8 companies vdtfa a total force 
of neariy 3,000 soldiers were battiing the 
guerrillas with artfllery and air support, ind- 
uding foe use of bomito to collapse foe nmn- 
els. “Some of the tuanels are very weU const- 
ructed," he said. 

He estimated 400-600 guerrilla s are op po- 
sing the government forces, and said tbeyare 
armed -Wifo automatic lif^ grenades and 
grenade launchers, anti-tank rockets and 
57mm recbilless rifles. 

Garcia, junta President Jose Napoleon 
Duarte, U.S. Ambassador Deane R. Hinton 
and some of foe 50 U.S. nufitary addseis 
stationed in El Salvador attended foe cerem- 
ony oommemorating the founding of foe Atl- 
acatal battalion.

Japan hints at steps impose 
to ease trade friction 


TOKYO, March 2 (R) — Japan will work 
out new measures to curt) growing trade Mc- 
tion before meeting its major tra^g partn- 
ers at the summit of industrialized nations in 
France next June, Chief Cabinet secretary 
Kikhi Miyazawa said Tuesday. 

He was speaking to reporters after a cabi- 
net meeting at which Japanese ministers were 
told that any delay in such steps could lead to 
a collapse of the international free trade sys- 
tem. 

The head of a Japanese uade mission to 
Washington last week, Masumi Esaki, told 
the cabhiet that U.S. Commerce Secretary 
Malcolm Baldrige said the time for negotia- 
tions has passed and Japan must act now. 

The high-level mission returned last Satur- 
day after failing to win U.S. approval for 
recent mo^'es to open up the Japanese market 


to imports. Japan has come under increa^g 
criticisra for not going fas enough in measures 
to open the Japanese market to imports, and 
recent moves to dismantle non-tariff baniers 
received only scant welcome from the West 

Esaki will lead another misaon to the Eur- 
opean Economic Commum'ty (EEC) March 
10 to push further for support to head off 
legislation now pending in the U.S. Congress 
for trade restrictions. 

The possible legislation is aimed at cutting 
Jape’s masave trade surplus with the U.S. 
which according to the Washington figures, 
reached a recora surplus in Japan's favor last 
year of $18 billion. 

Whh the Japanese cabinet divided on the 
issue, there is still no dear indication of what 
Japan will do next to smooth troubled trade 
relations with West. 


UAWy car units set for talks 


CHICAGO, March 2 (R) — The United 
Auto Workers union (UAW), which has agr- 
eed on a new-style labor contract with the 
Ford Motor Company, now faces fresh barga- 
ining with two other big car-makers and busi- 
ness experts have said the U.S. industry may 
be in for important changes. 

The experts said Monday the Ford pact, 
ratified overwhelmingly Sunday by the work- 
ers, is likely to halt spiralling car prices and 
set a pattern for future contracts with Ford’s 
chief dom^c rivals. 

Ford woikers agreed to renounce wage 
rises, paid days off and cost-of-livfng increa- 
ses for two and half years in return for greater 
job security and guaranteed income to long- 
time emplt^ees who are laid off. 

Arvid Jouppi, a leading car industry anal- 
yst with the Detroit office of the Colin Hodis- 
tein brokerage house, said Ford's new UAW 
contraa will save it $900 millioa to $1.10 
billion in the next 3 1 months by cutting labor 
costs for the average car assembler by $1.50 
to $1 8.50 an hour. He expected the UAW to 
negotiate new agreements with General 
Motors aiwl American Motors later thk 
month. 


Analysts stud lower labor costs from the 
UAW pact improved Ford’s chances of brea- 
king even in 1982 after losses of $1.06 billioa 
in 1981. 

General Motors chairman Roger Smith 
said at the weekend that GM, tbe leading 
domestic carmaker, hoped to restart new 
contract talks with the UAW within the next 
couple of weeks. N^otiations between GM 
and the union on a new 30-month labor cont- 
ract ooUhpsed in late January. 

Smith said last week that GM mi^t recons- 
ider recent decisions to close five body jidants 
if the UAW ^reed to restart contract talks. 
The current tfoee-year contract will expire 
SepL 14. 

Analysts emphasized that less-costly labor 
pacts would enable tbe car companies to sur- 
vive a severe slump in new-car sales which is 
expected to continue through the summer 
months. Domestic car makers lost $4.20 bil- 
lion in 1980 and aboutS1.50 billion last year. 

Meanwjile, the Teamsters Union, the lat- 
est union in the U.S., Monday ratified a 
three-year contract with major American 
trucking companies. Union officials said that, 
like the UAW agreement, it focussed ou job 
security for its membm. 


US. rules out impact of Lil^ oil ban 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (R) — A poss- 
ible ban by tbe Reagan administration on oil 
imports from Libya would have little impact 
on U.S. supplies or prices, according to an 
American ^vemment study released. 

President Ronald Reagan has alleged that 
Libyan leader Muatnmar Qaddafi fostered 
terrorism and subversion in the Middle East 
and Africa, and U.S. officials said a decision 
on an oil cutoff would be made within about a 
month.' 

The study by the General Aooounting Off- 
ice (GAO), a congressional watchdog age- 
ncy. said imports from Libya were small and 
the worldwide oil glut, resulting from conser- 
vation and economic decline, would last until 
at least the end of this year. The GAO said 
that if the adminktration banned Libyan 
imports, oil companies probably would reall- 
ocate Libyan supplies originally bound for 


the United States to other buyers. 

The then would be filled with non- 
Libyan o3. ’*This exchange would have little 
net effect on U.S. oil supplies or prices." the 
report said. 

U.S. oil Imports have been declining for 
about a year as high prices prompted conser- 
vation and the general economic recession 
led to slackened demand.firpm io.dustxy..The 
American Petroleum Institue (API), an indu- 
stry trade group, estimated that U.S. imports, 
including Gmshed products, totalled 5.3 mil- 
lion barrels a day in January. 

The API does not have so recent a breakd- 
own on the amount of oO imported from each 
country but it estimated that between Janu- 
ary and October of 1981 , imports from Libya 
averaged about 360,000 barrels a day, or 
about six percent of the total.

India left holding the wheat sacks 


NEW DELHI. March 2 (AFP) — Indian 
agricultural experts are in a fix over some 

750.000 tons of wheat imported from Aus- 
tralia which contains a deadly insecticide 
making it unfit for human consumption. 

Indian officios who negotiated foe deal 
were said to be aware of the presence of a 
high percentage of insecticide in foe Austra- 
lian wheaL but they said it would be proces- 
sed to eliminate an>' ach'ersc effects. 

But now foe Indians have realized that 
treatment of such large quantities was not 
fearible. foe English-languagie daily Sfotss - 
man said Monday. 

Nearly 500,000 tons of wheat have alre- 
ady arrired in India. Another 200,000 tons 
are at sea. and 50.000 tons are to be shipped 
soon, the paper said. 

‘'Surprise is now being expressed here as 
to why the Indian team agreed to contract 
such wheat when Australian authorities had 


made' no secret of it," the paper said. 

Laboratory tests showed that feoitrofo- 
ion insecticide was mixed with the wheat at 
a ratio of five to eight mOUgrams per kilo 
against a normally tolerated level of .02 
min^ram per kilo, theSAriemaR sakL quot- 
ing informed sources. 

The Indian argument was that foe wheat 
would be washed properly, made into flour 
and then baked to make bread or similar 
items, at a very higfa temperature — a proc- 
ess which would erase foe poisonous effects 
of the insecticide. 

‘*Buttbe Indiansrealized that such a trea- 
tment of laige quantity of wheat was not 
feasible and they are said to be in a fix about 
the wheat," the' Stmesman said. 

Experts have also ruled out suggestions 
that the wheat should be stored for some 
time so that the effects of tbe insecticide 
wore off or blended with other wheat.

In a receatPeiatgRenew, the economics 
editor notes foe conn try's great acfaleyemei) IS 
in oonstniction since tbe 1949 Commonist 
victory, but concedes foe existence of 'poor 
economic results.' Consumption and waste 
are so heavy, he contends, timt current indu&< 
trial profits are a third less than in the great 
year of 1957. Twenty-two of China's 55 
major industrial products fuied in 198Q to 
meet their own highest standards. 

'Sluggish circulation and stocfcpfling' tie up 
vast sums, foe report says, Umitmg the funds 
available for investment, for whidi returns 
are in any event low.

ANKARA, March 2 (AFP) — The Turk- 
ish economy has begun “a period of expan- ■ 
sion** for the first time in three years, Tur- 
key's Union of Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry said in its latest reporL 

The union attributed the improvement, 
whichbegaa last year, to a “spectacular'' suc- 
cess in the fight against inflation, growth in 
the gross national product (GNP), higher 
exports and a lower trade deficit. 

It said inflation fell from more than 100 
percent in 1 980 to about 35 percent last year, 
and added that the 1982 target was 25 per- 
cent . 

Observers noted, however, that the Organ- 
ization of Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) had quoted some- 
what less spectacular figures — an inflation 
rate cut from ISO percent in 1980 to 55 per- 
cent last year. 

The report made no mention of worsening 
unemployment which has now reached 
17.7percent of the 173 million active popu- 
lation. 

Although there were an official 3.1 million 
people out of work at the end of last year, a 
univerrity report here put the teal figure at 
five million, taking account of under emp- 
.loyment and seasonal unemployment. 


The union's report said the G^^rew 4A 
percent last year in real terms against 03 
percent in 1979 and 1.1 percent in 1980. 
Industrial output grew 73 percent, but farm 
output managed a bare 0.4 percent growth. 

It said exports grew 6 percent to S4.7 bil- 
lion against imports worth $8.8 billion, of 
which industrial products accounted for 60 
percent and primary products, induding oil, 
the remaining 40 percenL 

At the same time, the incoming flow of 
foreign exchange from Turkish workers 
abroad grew nearly 24 percent to $23 billion, 
helping to produce a healthy growth in gold 
and foreign exchange reserves. 

The union blamed the 1980 inflation rate 
— the highest since World War II — for the 
drastic fall in savings, investments, exports 
and general prodnetion that bad Turkey 
struggling in an economic morass at the start 
of the decade. 

According to the report, the stabili^ 
induced by the country' s military government 
since it seized power in September 1980 had 
played an important part in ^tting the 
economy moving again. Economic remedies 
had only begun to show results last year 
because of “too many problems that accumu- 
lated over the long years”, it said. 


Labor sets poser to Thatcher 


LONDON, March 2 (R) — Britain’s 
opporition Labor Party Tuesday urged the 
government to abandon its economic strategy 
and put forward its ownjdanfor a multi- 
biOioD-sterlmg boost to the economy. 

Labor's spokesman on economic aCfoiis. 
Peter Shore, announced the plan one week 
before the chancellor of the exchequer. Sir 
Geoffiey Howe, presents his annual budget. 
He said the nine-billioQ-sterlmg (S16.5- 
billion) scheme would create 500.000 new 
jobs in a year. 

Labor's eventual target is 2.5 million new 
jobs in five years, thus reducing dole queues 
to less than one million. Unemployment b 
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now more than three million. 

Shore, in a detailed declaration of labor's 
economic thinking, said that for three years 
Britain had riid steadily down the slope of 
economic declined and many people had 
experienced the humiliation of unemploy- 
ment for the first time. 

“Yet not the least affiont to which the Brit- 
ish people have been subjected is to be 
repeatedly lectured that there is no alterna- 
tive to the very policies which are accelerat- 
ing the pace of decline," Shore said, adding: 
'‘It is not true. There is an alternative. It can 
work and we must make it work.” 

The scheme proposed by labor include: 
one billion sterling ($1.85 bOlkm) on capital 
projects, including construction and trans- 
port, 33 billion sterling (S63 billion) on 
the welfare state, penrions and job training, 
- 43 billion sterling ($83 billion) on meas- 
ures to reduce indus^s costs, including cuts 
in sales and payroll taxes. Labor u'ould also 
cut interest rates, allow sterling to depreciate, 
restore exchange controls, tax banks, raise 
income tax thresholds and increase taxes paid 
by higher income earners. 

Shore, acknowledging mflationary pres- 
sures, said the proposals would prodtxce a five 
percent rise in economic output and a 23 
percent increase in inflation. But inflation 
would still be less than the present rate of 12 
•^ncent, ’belaid. 


Unions seek 
job-oriented 
policies 

PARIS, March 2 (AFP) — Trade unions of 
the industrial world are to plead with West- 
ern governments for a basic shift in economic 
policy to meet the mounting challenges of 
mass unemployment, union officials said 
Tuesday. 

Unions of the member countries of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) want an end to the 
restrictive economic policies employed to 
fight inflation after the “oil shocks'* of the 
1970s. 

Tb^ are pushing instead for policies that 
win stimulate growth and investment in order 
to curb joblessness which they believe is top- 
ping the 30 minion mark in the OECD area as 
a whole. 

• The OECD forecast last December that 
the Jobless total would rise to 283 million 
tbe end of this year, with a jobless rate of 
aronnd 10 percent in Western Europe. 

“Inflation is the real problem, but unempl- 
oyment is the number one problem,'' a Euro- 
pean union official said on the eve of a two- 
day conference of OECD labor and social 
officials. 

The riews of OECD unions representing 
60 million workers will be gjven Wednesday 
to the conference chairman, Dutch Deputy 
Premier and Labor Mincer Joop Dev Uyi, 
by tbe Trade Union Adrisoiy Committee 
(TUAC), tbe unions’ liaison body with tbe 
OECD. 

Dev Uyl will be accompanied by the four 
vice chainnen of the conference, labor minis- 
ters Jean Airoix of France . N.A. Brown of 
Australia, Raymond J. Donovan of the Uni- 
ted States and Ingmar Weliafson of Sweden. 
The ministerial conference members will dis- ' 
cuss policies, unemployment in the shorter 
term and ways of promoting “a dynamic 
land-adaptable labor markef'. 

In the longer term, however, TUAC Chai- 
rman Len An Bodstrom of the Swedish TCO 
union will insist that tmemploymenc will find 
no end unless governments modify their 
macro-economic stance. He stresses that 
mere tinkering with the labor market will fall 
well short of what is needed. Bodstrom wiH 
be joined by the Dutch chairman of tbe Eur- 
opean Trade Union Confederation (ETUC), 
and by representatives of North American, 
European and Japanese unions. 

TUAC-affiliat^ unions conrider that rest- 
rictive or deflationary policies must be rev- 
ized. 

“Cutting government expenditure is self- 
deflating. It creates a spiral of more unempl- 
oyment and increasing government deficits, a 
*njAC official said. 

The TUAC maintains that tbe alternative 
to this “vicious circle" is to stimulate invest- 
ment to spur growth and create more jobs, 
which will in turn lead to higber tax revenues. 


Dollar rates lose ground

JEDDAH, March 2 — After recording 
tbe highest levels yet against the major cur- 
rencies Monday in Europe, the American 
dollar fen back in New York on Monday 
night and traded much weaker Tuesday. 
Dealers were at a loss to pinpoint tbe 
reasons for the sudden switch around which 
saw the doDar lose some significant ground, 
espedally to the German mark and the yen. 
The British pound too made a recovery 
from 1.8060 levels to 1.8290 on Tuesday. 

European dealers pointed out that a 
major fector could have been the decisive 
intervention moves by the major European 
central banks — especially the Bundesbank 
— in support of their national currencies. 
Secondly, and probably of more immediate 
importance, was tbe large scale profit- 
tal^g that took place New York 
Monday-night trading onwards. Dealers 
began to perceive the doflar as having been 
over-valued and some position cutting was 
reported. 

Eurodollar deposit rates also fen back by 
between M to Vi percent at tbe most but tbe 
general feeling was that it was too early in 
the week to forecast how the doUar would 
perform. 

In the bullion markets, gold made a slight 
rally to trade at $362 levels from $358 on 
Monday. Trading was thin and nervous 
though with European dealers closely 
monitoring gold’s movements in the far- 
East and European markets. 

In the money markets, dollar interest 
rates feU back Tuesday to take the medium 
tenn three-month deporit to 14 % — 14 % 
percent compared with 15 — 15 Vb percent 
Monday.

West raps Poland for delay 


FRANKFURT, March 2 (AFP) — 
Poland’s 501 Western bank creators have 
rebuked Warsaw by telegram forstfll not hav- 
ing settled its arrear interest bill due last year, 
informed sources said here Tuesday. 

Banking sources confirmed that tbe signing 
of an accord to reschedule Poland’s debts that 
were due for repayment last year has been 
postponed indefoiitely. The accord was sche- 
duled to be signed on Thursday. 

Tbe telegram, sent at the end of last month, 
was addr^sed to Polish Finance Minister 
Marian Kmk and Poland’s external comme- 
rce bank. It said that Feb. 22 Poland still 
owed “ at least $75 million” in arrear interest. 

The telegram reminded Warsaw that set- 
tlement of the bin was a pre-condition for 
rescheduling debts totafling $2,400 mfllion 
due in 1981 that were not guaranteed by 
Western governments.

Embassy said Monday that Romania has pi^ 
the U.S. government the $5.8 million it owed 
for past purchases of American farm produ- 
cts. 

The embassy issued a brief statement say- 
ing the money was paid at the weekend after 
demands by foe U.S. State Department that 
Romania bring its payments up to date imm- 
ediately.

MADRID, March 2 (AFP) — Spanish 
organizers of the 1982 World Football Cup, 
cau^t between the derire to pads their stadi- 
ums and minimize outbreaks of hooliganism, 
have settled on a recipe for ticket distribution 
which looks to be giving everyone, organizers 
induded, an upset stomach. 

Three montte and a half from kidcofL how 
to procure a seat at footbalTs sin^most 
dramatic tournament has become the sifoject 
of loud debate in Spain and elsewhere, as 
organizers struggle to make the event a conta- 
ined success. 

For Raimundo Saporta, president of the 
Cup organizing committee, the specter of the 
1 9W European Championship in Italy looms 
large. There, risiting teams i^yed to empQr 
stadiums, while local fans had to battle it out 
whenever Italy was scheduled to play. To 
prevent a sunilar disaster, Saporta stands firm 
in his decision to limit Spanish consumption 
of tickets to a strict 35 percent of the total. 

Of t^t 35 percent, 1 0 percent win be avai- 
lable at the gates just a few weeks before tbe 
opening of the tournament to preempt the 
s^e of counterfeit tickets — which according 
to Saporta has already been prepared by tbe 
“international mafia.** 

The remainiag 25 percent of Spun's ticket 
allotxnent is split among the Spanish FootbaU 
Federation, local dubs, and dty governments 
whose siadiiims are being used. Spanish fans 
are disgruntled with their 35 percent, and 
already fighting it out among tlumselves for 
what everyone claims is his fair share. 

For example, Barcelona, one of the most 
powerfol clubs in Spain, counts 100,000 
members but merits only 12,000 tickets for 
the opening match, Argentina vs Belgium, on 
June 13. As clubs in turn have been forced to 
adopt arUtraiy methods to get their members 
past the gates. A necessity in a country where 
who you know counts for just about every- 
thing. Drawing lots, and membership senior- 
ity are among the solutions practiced.

The boycott threat follows tbe South Afri- 
can Springbok Rugby tour of New Zealand 
last year which the minbters described as a 
complete violation of the 1977 Glenea^es 
accord regulating sporting links between the 
Commonwealth and Pretoria. Tbe resolu-

than an earlier dratt presented to tbe annual 
ministerial meeting of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU), which ended here 
Monday. 

- The IS ministers all attended the OAU 
minis terial meeting. Tbe draft resolution pre- 
sented to the OAU conference, called for a 


total boycott of tbe Games but was with- 
drawn at the last minute. 

Commoliwealth diplomats s«ud there was 
no mechanism in the organization to exdude 
New 21ealand from the Games. “But at least 
there b one possible solution and that b for 
New Zealand to withdraw,” one diplomat 
commented. The resolution paid tribute to 
the people of New Zealand who demons- 
trated against the tour. The New Zealand 
government “has ^ven comftnt to tbe racist 
regime of South Africa” by allowing the tour 
to go-ahead despite ^ oppesition, it said.

— A leading Kremlin spokesman said Tues> 
day the Soviet Union bad ceased deploying 
SS-20 missiles in Europe months ago despite 
claims to the contrary by U^. officials.

W. Germans 
plan rally 
against tl.S. 

BONN, March 2 (R) — West Geiman/s 
anti-nodear peace movement plans to stage a 
huge demonstration against U.S. poli^ when 
Pr^ident Ronald Reagan visits Bonn for a 
NATO summit in June, spok^xnen for vari- 
ous groups involved said Tuesday. 

Although plans are at an early stage, some 
otganizers hope the Jnne 10 tally will match 
the Bonn peace demonstration last October 
that attracted 300,000 opponents of NATO 
proposals to deploy new U.S. medium-range 
nociear missiles in West Eurtpc.' 

West Germany, keen to stress its commit- 
ment to the Western alliance, peihuaded its 
NATO allies last month to bold the summit in 
Bonn instead of in Brussels as tentatively 
scheduled. But already Bonn is showin g dgn.< 
of concern that the move could instead lead 
to embarrassment within NATO for Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidfs govenuncDt,which 
faces active domestic opposition to alliance 
strategy* _ . 

At a recent briefing for American journal- 
ists, Schmidt’s chancellery chief of st^. Man- 
free Lahnstein, acknowledged that the 
authorities bad to reckon with protests during 
Reagan’s first visit here as president. 

Lahnstein was quoted by participants as 
saying it Should be remembered that the 
demonstrators represented only a vociferous 
minority. Polls showed most West Germans 
were pro-American and in favor of NATO, 
be said. 

One of the reasons for the apparent official 
anxiety over the demonstration could be that 
the youth wings of Schmidts Social Democ- 
ratic Party (SPD) and of his Free Democratic 
(FDP) coalition pmtners will be taking part. 

The deputy chairman of the Young Social 
Democrats, Klaus-Peter Wol^ said in a 
weekend speech that the protest would show 
that most West Germans opposed NATO 
nuclear policy. President Reagan's two-day 
visit to Bonn for the summit was a provoca- 
tion for the peace movement, he said. 

Groups so far committed to the protest also 
include church, student and women's organ- 
izations as wcU as the environmenraUst 
''Green^' pany and the citizens' Environ- 
mental Protection Initiative (BBU), which 
claims abQUt_3Qp,0Q0 supporters. 

A BBU • spokesman said that the rally, 
under the slogan “day of peace,” would be 
aimed against the arms buildup in the East 
and the West and U.S. policy in Central 
America. Prominent Americans, whom the 
spokesman did not identify, would figure 
among the speakers to make clear that the 
protest was not anti-American but against 
what he called the threat to peace from U.S. 
policy. 

He said or^izexs hoped the turnout, on 
what is a public holiday, would compare with 
that of last yeai’s peac^ demonstration, the 
biggest West Germany has seen. 

Lukas Beckmani^ federal party manager 
of the " Greens,” said the rally would be pre- 
ceded by regional protests in German cities 
during the weekend of June 5 and 6. You 
could almost assume that Reagan wanted to 
see tte whole peace movement, otherwise he 
woid^'t have come on a bolidav,” be said.

SS-20s had been deployed on European soil 
since President Leonid Brezhnev’s visit to 
Bona in November. 

The Soviet offidal added be bad been 
authorized to deny officially claims by U.S. 
Secretary of Defense Caspar Weinberger 
that the Soviets were deploying a new, 
nuclear-tipped SS-20 missfle evecy five days. 

Last month a left^wh^ member of Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt^s Social Democratic 
Party, Ottinar Schreiner, quoted Soviet offi- 
cials as also sajring they had stepped deploy- 
ing the multi-warhead missiles. 

Schreiner, a memberof parliament, said be 
had been told of the moratorium Jan. 25 dur- 
ing a meeting in Moscow with Vadim Zagla- 
dfo, a West German expert on the central 
committee staff. 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Alan Romberg disputed 
Schreinei*s remarks, saying the United States 
had no indication the Soviets bad ceased 
SS-2Q deployment. Romberg told reporters 
Feb. 4 that deployment was continuing “at an 
average rate of one SS-missile per week.” 

The cootroversia] SS-20, which can deliver 
nuclear warheads from Soviet territory in 
Europe to targets as far away as Greened, 
lies at the heart of the disarmament debate in 
Europe. 

For several years, governments of the 
United States, West Germany and other 
Western nations have claimed the misriles 
have upset the balance of forces in Europe 
in fevor of tbe Soviets. The Soviets, however, 
maintain tbe missiles restored the balance. 

In December 1979 the NATO allies 
agreed to deployTJ.S. Cnuse and Pershuig2 
xnusiles in Western Europe starling in the fall 
of 1983 to counter the Soi^t missile 
strength. 

At tbe same time tbe alliance offered to 
negotiate a mutual reduction of such 
weapons with tbe Soviets. Talks between tbe 
Soviets* and Americans opened Nov. 30 in 
Geneva, Switzerland. 

Hie decision to deploy tbe U.S. missfles, 
however, helped fuel a peace movement 
throughout Western Europe which threatens 
to force several Western governments, 
including tbe Germans, to abandon the plan. 

France accused 
of aiding Eritrea 

ADDIS ABABA, .'March 2 (AP) — 
Ethiopia accused France Tuesday of meddl- 
ing m its internal affairs by aiding freedom 
filters of Ethiopia's Eritrea province. 

The allegation was made in a strongly 
worded speech by Fikre Selassie Wogderes, 
secretary-general of the Provisioaal Military 
Administrative Conncil and No. 2 man in the 
Marxist government of Ll CoL Mengtstu 
Haile Mariam. 

“In a brazen interference to our internal 
affetrs, (France) has come to the support of 
the secessionist bandits that have been totally 
discredited as dregs of history by t^ratire 
insitwn of Ethiopia,” Fikre said. 

FQore spoke at a public victory day rally 
attended by members of the dii^omatic 
corps. His speech commemorated tbe 86th 
anniversary of the Battle of Adua, where on 
March 2, 1896, Emperor Menelik II defeated 
an Italian Army and thwarted an attempt by 
Italy to colonize Ethiopia. 

In bis sperch, Fikre recalled that battle and 
cited an Ethiopian campaign currently under 
way to wipe out the secessionists. 

Following the speech, the Mandsc govern- 
ment Tuesday ordered half tbe staff of tbe 
French Embas^ to leave the country within 
48 hours, the official Ettuopian News agenqi 
reported.

Previous Soviet Venus 
probes Venus -9 and 10 took panoramic 
views of the very rocky surface in black and 
white. Another Soviet probe, Vetuts ~J4, is 
scheduled to land on Venus Friday. 


PARIS, March 2 (AFP) — llie Soviet 
space probe Venus -IS has beamed back the 
color pictures from the planet Venus, 
showing jagged rocks projecting from a sur- 
face of sand and graveL The spacecraft 
Monday sent down a landing caps^e to the 
surface of Venus which for 127 minutes 
transmitted data about tbe planet Venus 
cannot be observed directly from the exter- 
ior because of a thick layer of douds. 

The extremely hostile environment on 
Venus makes it difficalt for observatiou 
equipment to function for long. Tbe temp- 
erature can rise to over 450 degrees Celsius, 
and the pressure is equivalent to 90 times 
that of tte earth’s atmosphere at sea level. 


The landing module touched down in the 
Sea of Aphr^e in a mountainous region 
which Soviet and American scientists beli- 
eve to have been a center of past, and poss- 
ibly present, volcanic activify. The principal 
achievement ofVeiiicr-U has been to take a 
core sample of the region and analyze it .

China resumes, 
attack on U.S. 

nSKlNG, March 2 ^) — Quns, leturning 
to foe atteck in its d^mte with foe United 
States over aims sales to tiie RepnUic of 
Quaa, inasted Tuesday it did not fear the 
consequences if Sino-Amedcan relations 
were harmed. 

A commentary by the New China News 
Agency restated China's view tiiat continued 
aims sales could lead to an unspecified “reti- 
ogrestion” in ridations, which it smd were 
now at a critical point. 

“ft is China's hope that aidi a re tro g res- 
sion win not occur,” the ansigned comment- 
aiy smd, “but if snch a shoatkn is forced 
iqxm C!hm*T it virtoally can do gofoing to 
help. Again, for China, tiat isn’t something 
too awful to conceive.” Tbe agency said that 
China, although poor, was m abetterposttion 
than any other oonn^ to survive. 

.Tbe commentaiy indkated font China 
might be flexible in the short tenn over die 
arms sales, but said that retro g re s sion would 
occur if dm Americans insist on a foag- 
term po^ of seUmganns to flieNaluhialists 
InTmpeu itsaid diedispute had devekqiedto 
a point iriiere China 1^ been fcuoed into a 
comer without any c^ons. 

“The position of China remahis to be stiiv- 
ing for tte best and preparing for the worst,” - 
the ^Boqr said. Semt talks have been held' 
in P^ing on the di^nite ance.Wnhm^on 
annoanoed in January tiiat h wo^ continue - 
to supply tiie Nationalists iritfa the F-SE ^jh- 
ter thm it already has, while denying it more 
advanced weapons.
